Moncrieff is busily employed on Drama of stirring interest, to 
be produced, we believe, at the Strand. 

A very curious and entertaining musical work, entitled “A Trea- 
tise on theMusic of Hindoostan, byCaptain N.A. Willard, comman- 
ing in the service of H. H. the Nuwab of Banda,” was prioted 
here in 1834, This little work comprises a detail of the ancient 
theory and practice of Indian music, a subject that hitherto has 
been left at the mercy of writers totally incompetent to form a 
right judgment upon it, even the learned musicians, (Dr. Burney 
among the pumber,) seem to have teken but little interest in the 
music of Oriental nations, imagining from their system of sounds, 
and the few incomplete specimens of their melodies extant in Eng- 
land, that it was a mere matter of curiosity ratber than of utility, 
but they should have learnt that the music of Hindoostan is identi- 
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fied with the bistory of that country ; that there the ancient mu- 
sicians were not, as pow, wandering mendicants, of the most de- 
grated caste, but poets and men of erudition, who usually sang 
their own compositions. In Hindoostan music arrived at its greatest 
height, during the flourishing period of the native prioces, a short 
time before the Mahomedan conquest ; its subsequent decline, (in- 
deed almost total extinction, as an art,) isa matter of regret to 
those who are fond of tracing the progress of poetical music. Capt. 
Willard has performed his task with considerable industry, and 
produced a very sensible and ingenious treatise, which will well 
repay the perus»l.— Foreign Quarterly Review.
